Grain bin 
collapses 


16,000 tons of corn come crashing down

The rain came down in sheets for 
over two hours on Saturday afternoon, 
Jan. 12. In that time, Hickman County 
received three inches of rain. During 
the storm, one of the most recognizable 
agricultural landmarks blew apart. 

Half a mile past Greg’s Supermarket 
and the Clinton city limits, on the 
major north south highway, a mountain 
of corn spewed out of the twisted metal 
that was once Burgess Brothers’ newest 
storage bin. According to Scott Smith 
with the Hickman County Office of 
Emergency Management, the grain bin 
contained 575,000 bushels of corn, or 
32 million pounds. 

Corn in the bin would fill more than 
575 semi trailer loads of shelled corn 
from last season. Market value of the 
spilled crop is estimated to be almost 


$4.2 million according to a quote from 
www. quotecorn. com. 

There were no injuries when the 
structure blew apart. However, Ricky 
Burgess was in a truck onsite and 
escaped from his cab as a wall of corn 
engulfed his truck. The trailer was 
destroyed and the cab turned over. 

Kentucky Highway 51 South was 
closed by the overflow. Crews quickly 
arrived on the scene and front loaders 
put to work clearing the highway. 

There have been no definite 
statements as to the cause of the 
accident, and it may be some time 
before there is one. One meteorologist 
told Smith that the sudden change in 
atmospheric pressure could have led 
to the collapse, while some blame 
a structural fallacy. Some witnesses 
described the structure as “comingapart

many of its members also served as 
volunteers of the Hickman County Fire 
and Rescue Department. 

“He was the training officer for both 
departments, as well,” noted Smith. 
“Even though he owned and operated 
his own business Matt gave a lot of 
his time to all aspects of emergency 
services here and all across the state 
of Kentucky, spending many miles on 
the road sharing his knowledge.” He 
also served as Deputy Coroner and 
Sheriff here in Hickman County while 
continuing to lend a hand at regional 
and state levels with fire and rescue and 
even serving on the regional hazardous 
materials team. 

Walker was in command when one 
of the biggest fires affected the lives 
of everyone in Hickman County and 
destroyed Hickman County Elementary 


School in July 1998. According to an 
article in the Gazette, Walker had 16 
years experience fighting fires at the 
time (10 years as chief) with a fire of 
this nature to be the first of its kind for 
him. Walker called in five other fire 
departments within the first 15 minutes 
of arriving on the scene with a total of 
25 fire departments lending their hand 
to Walker and his department. 

Approximately 400,000 gallons of 
city water were used along with an 
undetermined amount of water brought 
in by other departments, including 
water from Keith Akin’s pond on 
Hwy. 51. Considering the quantity of 
water and time frame involved, it was 
commendable that no one was injured. 
Walker noted that in the July 16, 1998,

board for school security

The Hickman County Fiscal Court 
met on Monday morning, Jan. 14 at 
8:30 a.m. for their regularly scheduled 
monthly meeting. Also attending 
the meeting were Hickman County 
Superintendent of Schools Kenny 
Wilson, Hickman County High School 
Principal Larry Farlee, and Assistant 
Superintendent and Director of Pupil 
Personnel Casey Henderson. 

Hickman County Judge/Executive 
Greg Pruitt began the meeting 
with a prayer, then addressed those 
representing the Board of Education. 
Pruitt briefly told the magistrates that 
after last months school shooting, the 
school staff began to intensely pursue 
a cost effective way to increase the 
security and safety of the students in 
the Hickman County school system. 
A potential solution that they came 
up with is the hiring of a Special Law 
Enforcement Officer to monitor the 
schools while they are in session. For 
the past few weeks, members of the 
Clinton Police Department as well as 



Sheriff Mark Green and Jailer Chad 
Frizzell have been spending time on 
campus of the elementary and high 
schools, but are unable to maintain 
a fulltime presence without leaving 
vulnerabilities elsewhere. 

Judge Pruitt explained that the cost 
for the resource officer would be 
$45,000 per year. He recommended 
that the fiscal court partner with the 
board of education and split the cost. 
The fiscal court’s portion would be 
$22,500 per year. The court passed 
a motion to pursue the possibility of 
partnering with the board of education 
to hire a Special Law Enforcement 
Officer for the schools. 

“Safety is the priority,” 
Superintendent Wilson said. “We’ve 
got to keep the kids safe before we can 
begin to educate them.” 

Wilson said that it may not be 
possible to have a resource officer on 
duty until the beginning of the next 
school year in August. This is due to 
the training required, which is most 
often conducted in the summer. He 
noted that if they could find someone 
who was already qualified, like a 
retired police officer, then the process 
could go much faster. 

Pruitt noted that this would be

Ambulance service in need of funds

Last year members of the 
Hickman County Ambulance Board 
attended the Clinton City Council 
meeting, addressing the council 
requesting subsidized funding for 
the valuable service they provide to 
the citizens of Clinton and Hickman 
County. “We’re trying to offer the 
best services we can have and 
operate as efficiently as possible,” 
stated Ambulance Board member 
Gary Jones last December. 

Now, a year later, the service 
that became a separate entity non¬ 
profit organization in 1990 is still 
looking to stabilize itself. A lack of 
membership with only 1/4 of the 
city and county residents paying the 
$60 membership fee, a decline in 
county population and the closing 
of Arbor Place in September 2011, 
have contributed to its financial 
instability. 

The Ambulance Board did get 
their wish this year when Arbor 
Place reopened, currently housing 
approximately 13 to 14 patients. 


Before their closing, they had 
anywhere from 80 to 100 patients. 

This caused the number of calls 
the ambulance service responded 
to, to drop significantly. “At one 
time we were responding to over 
1,200 calls a year,” stated Paula 
Boaz, Director, who has been 
with the service since 1990. “This 
year we have only had 500 calls.” 
Furthering adding to the need for 
financial support from the county, 
the city and the membership base. 
In Sept. 2010, the service was 
averaging 98 calls per month. A 
year later, the call volume dropped 
to about 41 per month after the 
closing of Arbor Place. Now, the 
service is averaging in the mid 
to high 20s each month. For the 
ambulance service to sustain itself, 
it needs to make about 57 billable 
runs per month. 

“If more people paid the 
membership fee, it would definitely 
help,” she said. It is cost effective 
for residents to pay the fee, keeping 
their costs down if they ever had 
a need to be transported by the 


ambulance. When a household 
pays the membership fee, the only 
amount due to the ambulance 
service is paid by their insurance 
company. “We accept what the 
insurance company pays when 
you are a member,” she explained. 
“When you are not a member and 
you need the service, you are billed 
the entire amount.” This amount can 
be significant. If every household in 
the county paid the membership, 
the service would raise more that 
$125,000 in membership dues. The 
benefit of this would be twofold: 
The ambulance service would not 
need nearly as much, if any subsidy 
from the City of Clinton or the 
Hickman County Fiscal Court. 

“If the county hadn’t stepped in,” 
noted Boaz, “we would have been 
shut down by now.” 

Board of Directors include 
Bill Little (1996), Robert Tarver 
(2000), Gary Jones (2000), current 
chairman, and Chad Frizzell (2009). 
Frizzell will take over as chairman 
next year.

A Missouri organizer is 
planning a major bicycle tour 
this summer, that will include 
an afternoon and overnight stop 
in Hickman. 

Rodney McConnell, of 
Sikeston, came to Hickman last 
week to talk with local officials, 
and the Hickman Rotary Club, 
about the week long, 400 mile 
event called “Riding the Fault 
Line”. 

The bicycle tour is centered 
around the theme of the New 
Madrid Fault, and will include a 
round trip ride which will carry 
participants through four states. 

McConnell has been 
discussing the venture with 
Hickman Recreation and 
Tourist Commission Chairman 
Charles Choate since early 
December, with the two setting 
up the local visit to see sites 
of interest, specific routes and 
to have talks with local law 
enforcement, school and area 
tourism officials. 

“This is a great opportunity 
for the city to have these riders 
spend time here,” said Choate 
following the meeting with 
McConnell. “Hickman will be 
the only Kentucky stop on the 
tour, and we are planning for 
them to visit our Courthouse 
area, the Carnegie Museum, 
some businesses and to have 
supper here that night.” 

McConnell said he estimates 
at a minimum of 250 riders, 
with a maximum of 500, for the 
initial tour. 

He told those at the meeting 
last week that the “Riding the 
Fault” tour is the only one of its 
kind in the mid-west, which will 
allow those participating to end 
their trip at the starting point. 

“This ride will be very 
appealing to cyclists in several 
states,” said McConnell. “Most 
all participants are always 
looking for new areas to ride 
and new sites to see. We are 


talking about serious riders 
who ride bikes ranging in price 
around $6,000 to $7,000. This 
area is full of history and that 
catches their attention.” 

As far as the Hickman stop, 
McConnell said the Hickman- 
Dorena Ferry has drawn the 
greatest amount of attention 
from prospective riders so 
far. McConnell said no other 
rides across the country offer 
the opportunity to cross the 
Mississippi River by such 
transportation. 

Kentucky Great River Road 
Director Norma Pruitt said 
the announcement was “very 
exciting news”, and a great 
opportunity to showcase the 
area. 

“I am so proud to be part of 
this,” said Pruitt. “We have 
a great chance to publicize 
the ferry and other attractions 


in Hickman. We are really 
going to promote this and do 
what we have to do to make it 
successful.” 

McConnell told Hickman 
Rotarians that plans might also 
include a possible bus ride 
to Columbus-Belmont State 
Park on the day they come to 
Hickman. 

Plans call for the cyclists 
to be in Hickman on June 27, 
after a night in Lake County, 
Tennessee, with a departure the 
following morning by the ferry 
into Missouri. Arkansas would 
be the fourth state included in 
the “Riding the Fault Line” 
bicycle tour.

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Kentucky passes new laws for 2013

On Tuesday, Jan. 8 the 
Kentucky General Assembly 
began a “short session” with a 
four-day organizational session. 
They will then reconvene on 
Tuesday, Feb. 5 and adjourn 
on March 26. This session does 
include a two-week veto break 
prior to final adjournment. 
During this 30-day session 
many major issues will be 
addressed. 

In 2012 several new 
Kentucky law were passed. 
“Under Kentucky law, bills 
become effective 90 days after 
the official end of the legislative 
session,” stated Kentucky 
Attorney Jason Batts. “Some 
bills are enacted with a certain 
effective date.” Some of those 
laws became effective on 
January 1, 2013. 

After reviewing all of the 2012 
laws passed in the Bluegrass 
state, Batts compiled a list of the 
laws Kentuckians might want to 
take note of, including one that

an agreement between two

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distribution of state pensions for 
Confederate veterans. Some 
Southern states implemented 
such provisions as a way to honor 
veterans of the Confederacy 
living within its border after the 
Federal government promised 
to fund pensions for Union 
troops. The measure repealing 
the now-obsolete law was 
introduced in the Kentucky 
House of Representatives on 
January 3 and signed into law 
by the Governor on April 11 

Those who recycle scrap 
metal must now show proof of 
ownership and will receive their 
check in the mail. 

House Bill 390 amended 
state law pertaining to 
copper and other valuable 
metals. Previously, individuals 
could receive cash immediately 
at recycling centers when 
turning in copper and other 
metals. Now, those people 
turning in certain metals to 
recycling centers will have to 
show proof of ownership and 
will receive a check in the mail 


along as quickly as possible. 

After some discussion about 
school safety, discussion shifted 
back to the agenda. The fiscal 
court conducted the second 
reading and passed Ordinance 
2012-04, loweing the maximum 
amount a resident can be 
charged for payroll and net 
profit tax from $1,000 to $750 
for the calendar year 2012. 

Pruitt informed the 
magistrates that the sign for 
the courthouse lawn has finally 
arrived in Greenfield, Ten. and 
the lettering is being put on. The 
sign was originally expected to 
be in place by early December 
but was held up on the west coast 
by the movement involving 
the strike initiated by the 
International Longshoremen’s

State I.D.’s can now show 
if the owner of the card is a 
veteran. 

House Bill 221 allows 
veterans to have their service 
designated on their driver’s 
licenses and state identification 
cards. The designations will 
make it easier for veterans to 
show proof of service needed 
for various discounts and 
special services available to 
them. The bill was introduced 
in the Kentucky House of 
Representatives on January 6 
and signed by the Governor on 
March 28. 

Occupants of 15-person 
passenger vans must now wear 
seatbelts. 

Senate Bill 89 expanded 
Kentucky’s seat belt law to 
include 15-person passenger

vans. The bill was the reaction 
to a crash on 1-65 in 2010 
that killed 11 people, most of 
whom weren’t wearing seat 
belts. Previous state law only 
required seat belt use in vehicles 
designed to carry ten or fewer 
passengers. It was introduced 
in the Kentucky Senate on 
January 11 and signed by the 
Governor on April 11. 

School districts and personnel 
are now better protected against 
lawsuits resulting from injuries 
occurring after school hours. 

Senate Bill 110 made it easier 
for school districts to allow 
community access to school 
facilities for recreational use 
during non-school hours by 
protecting the schools from 
liability in cases where an injury 
occurs. It provides limited civil 
immunity from lawsuits to 
school districts and personnel 
who make school property 
available for recreational use 
by members of the community 
during non-school hours. It 
was introduced in the Kentucky 
Senate on January 23 and signed 
by the Governor on April 11. 


Property owners may now 
carry concealed deadly weapons 
without a license on their own 
property. 

HB 484 will allow 
Kentuckians to carry concealed 
weapons without a license on 
their property. It was introduced 
in the Kentucky House of 
Representatives on Lebruary 28 
and signed by the Governor on 
April 11. 

Police officers can now make 
arrests of misdemeanor assaults 
that occur in hospital emergency 
rooms without witnessing the 
event firsthand. 

Senate Bill 58 allows 
police officers to make arrests 
for misdemeanor assaults 
if altercations occur in a 
hospital emergency room and 
there is sufficient probable 
cause. Previously, police 
officers had to witness an assault 
in an emergency room before 
arresting someone. The bill 
was introduced in the Kentucky 
Senate on January 3 and signed 
by the Governor on April 11.

article, “With an incident this 
big, it’s a miracle somebody 
didn’t get hurt. Backdraft was a 
great possibility.” 

Being the educator that he 
was, Walker used the incident 
to present a slideshow to the 
Hickman County Board of 
Education depicting the fire 
fighting methods used. He also 
held a critique meeting where 
all of the departments involved 
got together and looked at the 
photographs and slides. “We 
have learned in the fire service, 
that when you are faced with an 
overwhelming situation such as 
this, that you surround yourself 
with good people,” he said in 
1998. 

Walker was also instrument 
in coming to the aid of his 
community during the Ice 
Storm of January 2009. Like the 
fire at the elementary school, 


the ice storm was a multi-day, 
exhausting event. “Matt was 
not a stand back and give orders 
kind of chief,” stated Smith. “He 
had to be involved some how, 
some way. He couldn’t stand 
still and not do something.” 

According to Smith, Walker 
was the most knowledgeable 
person he knew in fire fighting 
and rescue. “He trained others 
to help save more lives and 
property here and all over the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky,” 
added Smith. 

“He was not only my fire 
chief, he was my friend,” he 
further stated. “It was a dual hit 
for me. When you work side 
by side with someone fighting 
fires and during emergency 
situations they become part of 
your extended family.”

Furthermore, 
Roberts said that the majority of 
the corn is salvageable.
